How Models for Lavatories Etc. are Made 


Before the moulds in which the clay is formed can be made 


it is first necessary to produce a pattern, from which the 
moulds are cast. The modeler carves out of solid plaster, a 
model of the size and shape of the lavatory or closet bowl or 
whatever it is he wishes to make. The model is slightly larger, 
however, to allow for the shrinkage which takes place in the 
drying and firing of the clay. 

The moulds are just the reverse of the pieces which are to 
be shaped in them, and are made in sections, as the ware is 
actually made in narts and is then joined together.

whom the course has been arranged and approved by the 
National Association of Master Plumber 

This vear, a course of study written by C. R. Allen 
special agent of the Federal Board of Vocational Training 
will be put into use. Mr. Allen is devoting a part of hi 
time to the institute as instructor 

The equipment of the school will be very complete 
Everything from ice box drains to instant hot water 
heaters and from washtubs to bathtubs will be available 
the gifts of plumbing supply jobbers 


“There are two hundred thousand journeyman plumber 


in the country now,” Mr. Redieske said, “and about five 
thousand apprentices There should be twenty-five thou 
sand apprentices every year.” 

They figure that Minneapolis, on this basis, should have
